in the Senate. 


WHITE OFFBKS A SUBSTITUTE 


Debate Continued on the Proposi- 


tion to Investigate Recent 


Bond Issues. 


WASHINGTON, February 2-1. — The pub- 


lic interest in the Cuban question was 


. shown today by the'crowds which came 
'to the senate galleries in anticipation of 
a continuance of the Cuban dispute. 
.^ha^ipJomatvc... gallery .eUovred. Jhe 


largest representation since the eeeeion 
opened, the ministers of Brazil. Hawaii, 
Cliili and several other countries being 
present. 


Mr. Morgan of Alabama occupied al- 


most the entire day in a narrative and 
historical speech. Mr. Morgan spoke 
three hours, and had not concluded 
when the senate adjourned. 


The bill pensioning the widow of the 


late Secretary Uresham $100 monthly 
was passed. 


The resolution of Mr. Lodge request- 


ing the finance committee to inquire 
into the circumstances of bond issues 
during 1894-95-96 was taken up. 


Pener offered an amendment broad- 


ening the resolution, and directing that 
the investigation be made by a special 
'committee of five, senators. The motion 
was defeated— yeas 16, nays 34. 


Mr. Hill said he voted against table- 


ing the resolution as he thought it desir- 
able to discuss it. It was desirable to 
look into the motives inspiring these 
various resolutions. Requests for infor- 
mation were one thing but formal inves- 
tigations were another and more serious 
question. An investigation carried^ to 
the public an implication of irregularity. 
Before such an investigation was in- 
augurated there should be something 
deunite and tangible. 


"It is not because this is a Democratic 


secretary of the treasury that I oppose 
this investigation," said Mr. Hill with 
great vigor, "I would oppoae it if my 
worst political enemy occupied the chair 
of the secretary of the treasury." 


He opposed it, he said, because this 


investigation was based on idle rumor 
and sensational newspaper gossip. It 
•voiced tha "wall and complaints of dis- 
appointed bond bidders." 
"If this investigation is begun there 


. will be no motions of stopping an in- 
vestigation of every trivial rumor. If 
there is anything in the recent bond 
flftle requiring investigation," said Mr. 
Hill, "mere should be a formal resolu- 
tion stating juot what is charged, in or- 
der that the results might be compared 
with the expectation. Aa the resolu- 
tion stood now it was a 'stab in the 
dark;' it was an attempt to insinuate 
what the author (Mr. Feffer) of the reso- 
lution waa afraid to Btate boldly." 


Mr. Hill referred to ft recent speech 


by 
Allen. Populist of Nebraska, in 


which the latter spoke of hhnaelf aa a 
farmer. 
"Yea, a farmer and a Democrat, in- 


terjected Mr. Allen jocularly. 
"If the senator is nn letter farmer 


than he is a Democrat," responded Hill, 
"then I pity the crops raised in Neb- 
raska.1* 


At this point 2 o'clock intervened! set- 


ting aside the bond reBol'.H'o"" •**"< 
bringing up the Cuban question which 
was the regular order.

Morgan resumed his speech in favor 


of the resolution to recognize the Cuban 
belligerents. 


Thu senator reviewed the policy of the 


United Status regarding Cuba since the 
time of President Adams. The latter 
prophesied that within llfty years Cuba 
would he a state of the United States 
and thereafter Webster. [Clay, Jefferson 
and other statesman urged the acquisi- 
tion of Cuba by the United States. 


Morcan sakftlie atrocities of the Span- 


ish in controlling the Cubans were al- 
most without parallel in history. In 
the last war not only had 13,000 Cubans 
been killed in all but 44,000 prisoners 
had been put to death. It WHS a most 
shocking holocaust. The senator said 
he had paused in wonderment to think 
that the United States had stood silently 
by at thifl awful slaughter of 44,000 
prisoners instead of moving sword in 
band and driving the Spaniards from 
the island. 
Frye, Republican of Maine, asked if 


thia wonderful, shocking statement was 
historical. 


Morgan replied that it was history, do* 


Hberately written by a Spaniard, ap- 
pearing in the American encyclopedia 
under the title of Cuba. The present 
wat, said Morgan, was but a renewal of 
the former. General Gomez had re- 
turned to his command and Gienero, the 
insurgent President, returned to his 
task. The United States could. go no 
further in his forbearance without a 
flUin upon its honor. The great body of 
native Cubans are in favor of the insur- 
rection, although the bloody code of 
Weyler holds them in subjection. Spain 
has sent to the conflict up to thifl time 
eleven war vesielfl, 110,000 men and has 
80,000 volunteers for garrison duty. And 
yet thifl vast force cannot keep General 
Gomez from hearing the morning and 
evening guns of Havana. After reading 
from the reports from United States con- 
.flulfl, Morgan said no one could doubt 
without impeachinc our own consuls 
that the mass of Oubane were in sym- 
pathy with Gomez and Maceo and that 
in the end the Cubans were certain to 
•achieve their liberty. 


The senator read a letter from Cuba, 


written he said, by a thorouely reliable 
authority. 


It described the gradual success of the 


•Cubans, and • graphically explained the 
campaign methods of Gomez. The lat- 
ter's force was placed by thia authority 
at 17,000. The writer spoke of the lack 
of intelligent information by the Span- 
ish officials at Havana, the Captain 


now conceal their sympathy for all those 
who struggle patriotically as do the Cu- 
bans now in revolt to exercise, main- 
tain and preserve tbe right of self gov- 
ernment. Nor can we ignore our ex- 
ceptional aud close relations to Cuba by 
reason of geographical proximity and 
our coneequent grave interest In all 
questions affecting the control or well- 
being of that island. We ardently hope

HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON", February 
24. — The 


house today in committee of the whole, 
after a very interesting debate, by a 
vote of 91 to 64 decided that none of the 
appropriations tn the Indian appropria- 
tion bill for Indian schools should go to 
sectarian schools. The only sectarian 
schools to which money now goes are of 
Roman Catholic denomination, and the 
fight today was led by Mr. Lin ton, a 
Michigan Republican. 


In last year's bill tho appropriation 


was cut down 20 per cent, with the un- 
derstanding that it should be reduced 20 
per cent each year until it ceased, at the 
end of five years. 


The committee on Indian affaire thia 


year said that this appropriation should 
again be reduced 20 per cent, but Mr. 
Linton moved an amendment that no 
portion of tins appropriation should go 
to sectarian schools. In his epeech in 
support of it, he attributed the defeat of 
many members two years ago to their 
refusal to abolish sectarian ecooole, and 
predicted disaster to those who still 
stood out against their abolition. 


In the debate that followed Meeara. 


Cooper, Republican ol Wisconsin, Wat- 
BOD, Republican of Ohio, Uainer, Re- 
publican of Nebraska, McOlachlan of 
California, and Grosvenor, of Ohio sup- 
ported tbe amendment, while Meaera. 
Eddy, of Minnesota, Gamble, Republi- 
can of South Dakota, Walsh, Democrat 
of New York and Sherman of New York, 
argued in favor of carrying out the 
policy of reducing the appropriations by 
20 per cent per year.

Mr. McCall, Republican of Massachu- 


setts, made a point of order against a 
proviaion that all Indians born of a 
white man and an Indian woman should 
inherit the property and the annuities 
of tbe mother. 


Mr. CurtiH, Republican of Kansas, ar- 


gued that the provision simply construed 
tlie act of 1888, but the chair sustained 
the point of order and the provision was 
stricken out. 


At 5.10 the house adjourned.

He Thinks That the County Officers 


Will Hold for the Longer 


Term. 


SAN Fiuscisco, February 28.—The di- 


rectors of the San Francisco and Sun 
Joaquin Valley railroad have practically 
completed obtaining all rights of way as 
far eouth as Merced. In addition to the 
$20,000 subscribed by the citizens of 
Stockton for rights of way. the company 
baa had to pay an average ol $1000 a 
mile from Stockton to Merced. The 
work of procuring rights ot way between 
Merced and Fresno will be taken up im- 
mediately. The route of the road is 
such that it bisects a great many sec- 
tions of land, nnd this fact, more than 
anything else, causes a great many own- 
ers of land to object and to ask a stiff 
price from tho company for a right of 


The entrance to Fresno is not yet in 


a satisfactory condition. The directors, 
however, feel encouraged over the fact 
that the supreme court has granted a 
rehearing of the writ of mandamus by 
which the company sought to compel 
the town trustees of Fresno to give them 
an entrance into the city. The rehear 
ing is set for next Monday. 


STOCKTON, February 24.—The track of 


the Valley railroad has reached the 
Stanislaus river bridge and tomorrow 
the iron will be laid on the bridge, when 
work will be rushed along as fast as 
possible. 


Track.aying will also be commem 


again on the Corral Hollow road in the 
canyon near the coal mines.

;ion for county officers of this county or 
n any county of tbe state. The county 
government act of 181)3 containa many 
^constitutional features but these all 
relate to the fees and salaries of the 
olllcers. So far as it touches the tenure 
of office it is a constitutional and valid 
enactment. 


'Section 60 of the act gives the oflicers 


a term of four years, save as is otherwise 
provided in the a<it. Subdivision 20 of 
section 170 makes an exception for 
Fresno county and provides that its 
oflicors shall hold for two years. This 
exception is unconstitutional and void 
because it is in direct conflict with sec- 
tiono 4 and 5 of article 11 of the constitu- 
tion 
which 
require that the 
eye- 


tern 
of 
county 
government 
shall 


be uniform 
throughout 
the 
state 


and 
that 
the legislature shall by 


general and uniform laws provide for the 
election of county officers. The general 
rule as declared in section 60 of the 
county government act, being valid and 
the exception made by subdivision 26 of 
section 170, being invalid, Fresno county 
comes under the operation of the general 
rule and its officers will hold four years. 


"This identical question was presented 


to me for consideration in 1894. At thai 
time the general rule for the state at 
large g»v« county officer* a term of two 
years and the exception gave the ofllcera 
of this county a term of four years. At 
that time I advised the gentlemen who 
consulted me that the otticera of tUii 
county could hold for no more than two 
years; they acquiesced in the advice and 
I have no reason to change my opinion

ment of billa. into laws; they m.int be 
printed for the use of members of tho 
legislature; read on three several dayi 
in each houeo; on final passage tho bit 
muat be read at length in each house 
the yeas and nays muat he called and en 
tared on the journal.

Assessor Vincent ifl getting ready to 


begin aBBesitnentH on Monday next, 
which is tbe day designated by law. 
The work will be conducted after a man- 
ner somewhat different to that followed 
in former years, but Mr. Vincent la do- 
ing all he can to eo arrange it that the 
people will be put to no greater incon- 
venience than ia absolutely necessary. 
The assessor will 'have no deputies, ex- 
cept auch as be employs and pays him* 
self, and for this reason the taking of 
the assessments will be at a disadvant- 
age. 


Today the deputies who last year as- 


sisted in the work will meet Mr. Vin- 
cent at his office where a plan wilt be 
discussed. It cannot, be stated how 
many of the old deputies will be given 
employment nor for how long a time. 
It is certain,'however, that tbe force 
will have to be cut down either ia num- 
ber or in ihe time employed. 


The plan proposed will ba about as 


Follows: Deputies will be given a little 
field work to enable tbe assessor .to .pick 
np personal property and to attend to 
such other details as might be missed if 
tbe assessing was done altogether in the 
office. 


Then the force will be distributed over 


She county in the most advantageous 
Banner. Appointments will be made 
for deputies to be at certain .places at 
certain times. For instance, one will be 
at Huron, say two days, to assess its 
people there; one at Firebnugh •two 
itya; at Seltna, Kingeburg, Academy, 
fowler, Mendota, and other places for a 
ihort time. 'Property owners who see 
it can take advantage of these occasions 
and can give in their assessments then 
and it will not be necessary for them to 
xtme to the county seat for tttAtnurpoae. 
Those who dcn't take advantage of the 
opportunities offered, will be obliged to 
visit Fresno. 


There will ho statements to be had, 


and those who choose to do -«o can till 
them out, and send them to tbe assessor, 
end that will answer the purpose of 
:*eroonal visit. 


It should be borne in mind, however, 


;hat if the assessor and all his deputies 
'ail-to lind a holder of real estate, that 
will not be s ground for not assessing 
him. Tbe work can be done in the 
office. The law gives the assessor thut 
right. .Ho can fix the value at whatever 
Igure he thinks right, and the'boaril of 


ualb.ation cannot change it. 
.For this reason it is to every man' 


advantage to see that hie property is 
correctly .placed 
on the assessor's 


looks. It is not only his duty to do so, 
ant it is to bia interest to doit. /The as- 
sessor will do the' fair thing, to the best 
of his ability,-but if he Is compelled to 
leeeufl arbitrarily he may place* values 
higher than they would to placed if ho 
could consult the owner about it.

EDITOII RKi'UiiLiCAx -.—The telegraph 


informed us a few days ago that the prize 
light between the two big bruisers, Fitz- 
eiinmons and Maher, was "pulled off* 
on Mexican soil just aflroes the river 
from Langtry, Texas.

When the writer laat saw Langtry, 
its buildings consisted of a small eating 
house on one ekte of the railroad track, 
Roy Bean's saloon on the other, and a 
a few email shanties. The population 
did not probably exceed a dozen sbnle. 
The eating house and the saloon were 
neither of them more than twenty feet 
distant from the track. Here all 'traiiJB 
stopped for meals, and the tired pasaen- 
gere alighted j some repaired to the din- 
ing room to appease their appetites and 
others to Kqy Bean's bar to alike their 
thirst. Few there were ,from' El Paso 
to San Antonio who did not know Bean, 
and few who traveled that way that did 
not learn nometbing of bia history. In 
front of bis place, Beau kept a big 
black 
bear 
chained 
to 
a post, 


This 
bear 
enjoyed 
a 
good 
op- 


petite, and never a train pulled in that 
Air. Bear waa not conspicuously in evi- 
dence'through hia begging proclivities. 
The .passengers were accustomed to feed 
him nicknacks and sweets, and fre- 
quently they treated him to beer. He 
would take a bottle in his fore pawn, 
pull the cork with his teeth and, sitting 
on his haunches, would drink tlie con- 
tents with as much relish as would our 
good brother Irotu the Fatherland. 


Ou« day the bear broke his chain and 


invaded th« kitchen across the way. A 
lively rattling of tinware ami kettles 
was the ilrnt notice the cooks had of 
brain's presence. H« had tackled tho 
stove, overturned the steaming veasuls 
and wae making a hearty uie^l, when 
all liauda aaiUed forth Lo ejo.-t the in- 
truder; but they reckoned unwiaely.ior 
all efforts Lo persuade or drive him off 
failed until tlm arrival of hie uiastur. 
2jjKoy Bean is au ,odd and picturesque 
character.
